At current rates of $25,- 
000 per acre* the land might 
bring $GOO.OOO or more, if 
made available to private in­ 
dustry. The school board, in 
its search for additional land 
to expand its facilities, might 
get the site for a ten percent 
cost, or $60,000.

However, the Federal gov­ 
ernment, through its General 
Services Agency, in charge 
of disposing surplus proper­ 
ty, which has as its yardstick 
"the greatest national bene­ 
fit." has refused to make the 
land available to the Tor­ 
rance School Board. It has 
ruled that the property be 
offered for public sale.  

I'p in arms is Superintend­ 
ent Ituil, "We hoped to use 
this land to expand the athle­ 
tic facilities in the Torrance 
High School campus, which 
is less than half as big as the 
other school campuses. In the 
future, we had hoped that we 
might use the Navy land and 
other adjoining it as the pos­ 
sible site of another high 
school.'

"This tlisanct has grown 
from 1!>00 pupils in 1947 to 
an expected 27,000 this fall." 
says Hull. "Torrance schools 
will have 3000 kindcrgartners 
this fall. In about ten years, 
we will have approximately 
12,000 high school students, 
if none else moves into the 
city."

"The capacity of North. 
South and West High will be 
about 2500 each. Torrance 
High's capacity is about 1200. 
The School Board feels that 
it is looking after the best 
interests of the taxpayers in 
planning ahead to get hind as 
cheaply as possible, since 
land prices are going up con 
tinually." Hull maintains.

The city council and the 
city recreation commission 
have both endorsed this bid 
by the school district. Hull 
announce^, "and even if the 
government has turned down 
our l>id. we arc not going to 
give up. School sites are 
expensive and hard to find, 
and we must think of the fu- 
tu'*e," Hut! adds.

Planning Commission Pres­ 
ident Bert Lynn is unhesita­ 
tingly vocal on the opposing 
view. "We have numerous 
new industries in Torrance. 
and we have many inquiries 
from companies ready to 
move into -town. This area 
has always been industrial 
and should remain this way.**

Echoing Lynn's v i e w is 
Torrance Planning Director 
George Powell. "If this land 
were made available for in­ 
dustrial development, I am 
sure there are many indus- 
tries^who would like to have
